TvB.fh.9n and why did you form,current line-up and brief history. 

RAMSEY:Political Asylum were formed as Distraught by Ramsey & Cheesey (or Stephen as 
he likes to be called now-), basically we had a desire to play & perform 
what we considered to be good music,and to use it to adr our views on a few 
subjects.Past history is not all that important,as we were mainly recruiting 
baas players & drummers (we've had 6 of each ).However we now have a stable 
up(Pamsey & Stephen on vocals & guitar respect!vly,Norman on bass & Tam 
on drum8-) ,& we axe starting to do something at last.in the fora of glgs( the 
nay/ line up has played about 8 in 4 or 5 months as compared with 3 fom the otha 
line ups in 2 years), and our new demo*, so things are looking up.

T.B.Have you done many gigs outside youroarea ? 

RAMSEY:No we haven't. ,Sunderland was our first outside of scotland,outside of the 

Stirling area, we have only played in the Edinburgh areaJIowever we are organ- 
.v=vng gigs in other places in Scotland.The main problem at the moment about 
gige is we have no transport,so we have to go on the bus to gigs.which is 
expensive. if anyone could offer us gigs.please get in touch,we*11 play 
anywhere for the bus fares. 

T.B.What was the gig like in Sunderland at the Bunker as I 
sadly missed it ? 

RAMSEY:Tut,tut, missed the gig eh,well I’m not sure I should tell 
you then. Seriously tho*,it was quite good,but it could’ve 
been a lot better. The 3uaker is a great place,and we found 
the audience really friendly. We played alright I suppose 
and everyone seemed to be enjoying thessselves,when after 
b songs Tan broke the skin to his bass drum.However, we 
decided to make do without it,but after one more song,some 
one knocked over the beer on cheeseys guitar amp which 
promptly responded (the amp that is i) by blowing...and 
tbar. was the end of the set. However as i said folk seemed 
-o aajoy what they beared of us.and we really enjoyed 
ourselves. You've got a great place there,so take care of 
1 " coat. over.

T*B*Hawe you had much response to Fresh Hate ? 

R*Yes*surprisingly,and it is very gratifying.Everyperson that has told us what they 
thought of the tape has liked it (though I suppose if they thought it was shit,, 
they might not bother to write back), and folk generaly seem to like it* So if 
they liked Fresh Hate I reckon they should love valium cos in my opinion it is 
much better !!! 

T.B.What is ’Oxford St 48' about ? 

£|This relates what happend after the CND rally in Hyde park on the 6th of June 1982. 
About 500 assorted punks/anarchists decided to break away from the official demo 
and try to do something different.They were marching down Oxford St when they were 
attacked by the SPG who arrested 48 of them (most were subsequently acquitted as 
the police prosecution was so obviously lying and contradictory in most cases-) 

The song questions the role of the police.Aren't they supposedly in a democratic 
society there to protect free speech and not to stop it 7 

T.B.Some of your songs are on a more personal level,do you think this works well 7 

R.As far aal know, yes. I mean,anyone should be able to relate to Winter of Our 
Discontent (I don't wanna die') or Do They Care (well ,do they 7 ),even though 
they are written from a personal point of view. No,I don't see that because songs 
are on a personal level they should inhibit the message.They aren't that personal 
or I wouldn't be singing about them !!! 

T.B. 'Autonomous Youth' is a pretty strong song.What ideas could you suggest people 
do to escape 'labels' and manipulation by the media? 

R.It's not really up to me to suggest anything.Following what I say blindly (as if 
anyone would !) is no better than following anyone else. Just think for yourself. 
Don't follow anyone/trend but yourself. Be your self, its all been said before. 
Unity is strenght,but there is a difference between a a collection of like minded 
people and a bunch of cloned sheep. You can't manipulate individuals,but you 
can't manipulate movements* 

T.B.Do you think anything will ever change 7 What do you think of Racism and feenneral 
harrasment within the police force 7 

R.WeU in answer to your first question, I bloody hope so ! I think (hope) that 
things are changing slowly, folk are begining to realise that it is not milk & 
honey.

It isn't safe for them 
to leave their houses especially at night. There 
is a constant fear of being stopped by the "Death 
Squads" who are ruthless troops* who kill, rape + 
torture.The war is supposedly against communists but 
I think its so America can keep its hands on the wealth 
in those countrys which has sprouted scince the 1880's 
international coffee boom. The troops of both sides areto 
blame for the attrocities because they both kill innocent 
people. The Death squads are members of extremist millitant 
groups .Ther have been reports of soldiers from the Guatemalan 
army going out with orders to kill people. They have a list of names 
on a card and then they find these people and sometimes they have di¬ 
rect orders to kill. Then they come back,change clothes and go out looking 
for the murderer.lt'8 ridiculous.How can they find the murdererer when the 
murderer'is doing the searching? This is what the army is up to today. People 
try to flee to Honduras from El Salvador and one route is across the Lempa river.

Could you give us a brief history of the ALTERNATIVE and the current line¬ 
up? 

The band formed formed in 1979 due to our strong feelings,on the political 
situation,we found ourselves in.The line-up grew till august I983,then 
6 people decided to get involved in other areas.Under that line-up we 
had a track on Bullshit 1 and we released an ep,both on crass records. 

We were also involved with the anarchy centre the 'Pad* in Dunfermline unti¬ 
ll its closure in april 84.This was not due to anyone involved in the pad, 
but the regional council forcing us out to make way for an oil company so 
that they may use the premises for a storage hut. We had for the last year 
to squat the building under their noses,which is a rare occurence in Scotl¬ 
and due to much stricter laws on squatting.The pad in effect is a large 
part of our history.For over 2 years it was a vital meeting place and people 
from all over Scotland came along ,not just to listen to bands but to part¬ 
icipate in womens collectives,print collectives etc.A lot of mutual aid & 
trust was learent from the pad,we hope somehow we can get thespace again to 
set up a likewise centre.The present line-up of ALTERNATIVE is...Linda Linger/ 
vocals^Judge Lawless/vocals-Daz/baas-Rodney V/he4t@brain Rel@x/vocals guitar- 
Dee Warf/guitar-Jen/drums-Colin/sound ops. 


Tell us about the peace festivil,when,where,why etc? 

The peace festival (PEOPLES GIG FOR LIFE) happens on the 6th of august to 
mark the 3?th anniversary of hirosheaa where the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on people and claimed 200,000 lives.The gig will be donations 
only and any money made will go towards the fund set up for the victims of 
both hiroshima and nagasaki. 

Will you be releasing an LP? 

Yes. We have recorded an LP to be released soon on CORPUS CKRISTI records. 


It will be titled 'MORE SUBVERSIVE PEACE SONGS' it will have 14 trax and 
will be available for £3.50p PAY NO MORE. 

Any plans for tapes,singles ? 

We've done 5 dates in england with Reality Control,Direct Action and Andy T. 

We may be recording an ep later in the year for CORPUS CHRISTI. We'll also be 
releasing a live tape from the tour. The tour went under 'EAT THE. RICE'Tour 
a ninety Eighty Fortress. 

What has been your best/worst moment so far? 

Best...When the pad opend for the first time. Worst...The Falklands war and 
Thatcher eventually winning the election mainly due to the Falklands nightmare.
